As a rule, we are stimulated by reading anything 


•written by Arthur Brisbane. He is clear, keen and 
usually reasonable. But the other day we read a 
paragraph from him that for cheap sophistry it would 
be hard to find its equal. He was arguing for pre- 
paredness. This is the way it ran. "Jack Dempsey 
is prepared. If you doubt it, pull his nose. As he 
went through thick crowds Thursday night (to the 
Irrpo-Wills fight) everybody knew "Him, everybody 
was polite. Xobody slapped "Him or insulted him. 
and he did not hit or insult anybody. He "s prepared. 
And people let him alone. He lets them alone unless 
they get in the ring with him. As it is with individ- 
uals, so with nations. When they are prepared, they 
have peace." 


Out of the eighty thousand people who saw that 


fight, there were probably not five hundred of them 
that were pugilists, that were prepared in the sense 
that Jack Dempsey was. But they all went in and 
out of that arena, as far as the records show, and no- 
body insulted them, nobody slapped them. They did 
not have brawls or fights. If Mr. Brisbane's reason- 
ing is correct, all the people that were not prepared 
should have been licked and slapped and kicked and 
cuffed.

The ostensible object of this is 
to prevent motorists who are held up by patrolling 
prohibition agents, -mistaking these agents for high- 
way men or pretending to take them for highway 
maymen or pretendng to get away and being shot. Of 
course, incidentally, if the prohibition agent must 
wear a uniform, and is not wearing the uniform, he is 
violating the law, and if he is wearing the uniform, 
he can be seen a long ways off and so it is considerable 
protection, not only from being shot, but from being 
caught with stuff that would cause one to be "half 
shot." 


They will next propose that these agents should 


give warning, at least thirty minutes before their ap- 
pearance, so that the motorists will not be taken with 
such surprise as will cause heart failure or will injure 
them in any way. Why should not the traffic cop out 
on the open area have some uniform by which he could 
be distinguished a long ways away ? And particular- 
ly then why should we not have a law that provides 
that he shall not be concealed along side the road, be- 
side a building or behind a tree, but that he shall be 
out on the highway, possibly with a banner over him'? 
There are many people that would like to distinguish 
him from other motorcycle people. It would save 
quite a number of contributions that are being made 
to township expenses along the beaten track of travel. 
Laws are being enforced so wonderfully well? that of 
course the object now is to protect the suspect or the
